Washington, D. C., Dec. 22 — 
Witii the purposes of President 
Wilson's note to belligerents clar- 
itiod hv official statements on the 
Mibj<3ct the attention of the United 
States has turned to the reception 
jf the note in the foreign capitals. 
Diplomats here are eagerly watch- 
ing for indications of whether the 
European neutrals will follow the 
lead of the United States and make 
a similar demand or appeal to the 
warring powers. 


There is growing feeling that 
the United States hopes to become 
the eleai'ing house for views and 
jKtssibly for terms of the belliger- 
ents. 
Several of the diplomats 
liave advised their governments to 
tliat effect in order to guide them 
ill their replies, 


Fasl (irowiug Significance. 


Surprisert at the fast-growing sig- 
iiiiioance of the president's move was 
oxpressed on all sides, where it was 
pointed out that at first the opinion 
]v. evai)ed that the note iaelf was mere- 
ly a "feeler" and that the most imme- 
diate purpose in issiiing it was the re- 
ceipt of some sort of definition from 
the various warring nations. 


That the president should let it be 
known indirectly to the diplomats for 
their guidance, that

further than that and counted on an 
absolutely frank reply from the bel- 
ligerents which would lead to an actual r 
opportunity 
for 
negotiations proved 
only less surprising than the actual

While winter weather is causing 
military operations on most of the 
fighting 
fronts to lack featnres of 
Interest, considerable activity is de- 
veloping 
in 
sectors 
far 
enongh 
south to admit of energetic cam- 
paigning. 


On tlie Tigris the British, after 
a long period of quiet, have re- 
cently pushed 
forward 
close to 
Kut-el-Amara, on tlie south, and 
are continuing to attack the Turk- 
ish forces in that region, evidently 
in the hope of resuming their long 
delayed march toward Bagdad. 


Now another field of activity is 
demanding attention with today's 
announcement from liondon that 
British forccs 
have 
captured Kl 
Arish, in Egypt, on the Mediter- 
I'anean, 90 miles east of the Suez 
canal. 


On the Franco-Belgian front the 
artillerj- is the only arm of the 
sei'\ice that is displaying activity 
of moment, and even the bombard- 
ments such as those reported in 
the Sosnme and Verdun region, arc- 
not of pronounced intensity. 


The British parliament was pro- 
rogued 
today 
for 
tlie 
holiday 
period. King George, in the speech 
from the throne, gave expression 
!to confidence in the ultimate vic- 
ory of the entente and stated a 
declaration on Its part to continue 
the war until tlie "security of Eu- 
rope was 
established 
on a sure 
foundation." 


Paris, Dec. 22.—The German sub- 
marine U-45 has been 
sunk by 
de- 
stroyers, according to a Nantes dis- 
patch. 
The U-45 recently sank .steam- 
ers off Saint Nazaire. 


There was lively cannonading in the 
region of Louvemont, north of Verdun, 
during last night, says the war office 
in today's bulletin on the progress of 
military 
operations 
on 
the 
French 
front. 
Elsewhere the 
night 
passed 
quietly. 


An artillery duel of great intensity 
occurred north of Alona.stir on Thur.s- 
day, the war office announced in to- 
day's statement regarding operations 
on the Macedonian front.

BRITISH TAKE EL ARISH.

TAKEN TROM RUINS 


Indianapolis. Ind., Dec. 22.—While 
the republican members of the state 
legislature, which 
convenes 
Jan. 4, 
were gathered here today to discuss 
plans for the organization, especially 
of the senate, which is divided equal- 
ly—25 democi-ats, 24 republicans and 
1 progressive, who has announced that 
he will vote with the republicans—an 
Interesting phase of the problem de- 
veloped, which, if carried out as plan- 
ned, may give the democrats control 
of the upper house. 


Edward Eikman, democrat, who was 
elected joint 
senator in 1914, from 
Hancock, Rush and Fayette counties, 
after the resignation of Carry Jackson, 
who was elected in 1912 
fror 
the 
same district, plans to contest t. ^ seat 
of Lem P. Dobyns, republican, who 
was chosen in the last election to rep- 
resent Hancock. 
Rush 
and Decatur 
counties, after the state had been re- 
districted by the legislature of 1915. 
Eikman has had a brief prepared by 
his attorneys and purposes to present 
his claims to the senate election com- 
mittee as soon as the legislature con- 
venes. 


What He Contends. 


Elkman's contention is that when 
he was chosen at the regular election 
of 1914 he was elected for the consti- 
tutional term of four years and that 
when the legislature In 1915 substitut- 
ed Decatur for Fayette county in the 
district, It In noway affected his posi- 
tion as a regularly elected state Bena> 
tor. 
He claiips an error .was made In 
nominating a candidate for the state 
senate from the newly constituted dis- 
trict and that the election of Dobyns is 
invalid.

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Blaze Perils Nearly 100 Chil- 
dren and Aged Men 
and Women. 


Wichita, Kan., Dec. 22.—At least 
five pei"sons are believed to have 
lost their lives and several are suf- 
fering from injuries as the result 
of a tire that destroyed the main 
building of the Kansas Masonic 
home here early today. 


In addition scores of old men 
and women and children suffered 
from the effects of smoke or from 
exposure in a temperature of 8 
degrees above zero. Several made 
unconscious by smoke or overcome 
by cold as they fled from the burn- 
ing structure in their night clothes 
were taken to hospitals. 


Two Bodies Taken Out. 


Two bodies so burned that identi- 
fication seemed impossible, were taken 
from the ruins before noou. 
Ninety- 
two peisons were in the building when 
the flre broke out, and firemen di- 
rected their efforts to rescuing them. 


The fire which originated in the fur- 
nace room, got beyond control before 
water could be turned on It, due to 
frozen water mains, the temperature 
being 8 above zero. 
The Tiome was 
thrown in darkness when the flre was 
first discovered by a boy sleeping in 
the basement, who pulled a switch to 
shut off the supply of fuel oil to the 
furnace. 


Children Were Sleeping. 


On the third floor of the structure, 
built in the form of a key, the children 
were sleeping. Their I'ooms were filled 
with smoke and fli'emen found many 
unconscious. The rescuers were driven 
out by flames and they fear that at 
least eight little children were left in 
the building. 


The flre started under one of the 
wings and worked its way forward to 
the main building, leaping across the 
court 
and taking 
the other wing. 
Flying sparks settled on a number of 
adjoining houses, the roofs of which 
were covered by snow, 
li was due to 
this, flremen believe, that s. large num- 
ber 
of 
buildings were saved from 
burning. 


The main building was of three stor- 
ies and the two wings that extended 
to the west 
were 
two 
stories. 
The 
north wing was the women's depart- 
ment and it was under this that the 
fire started. 


Crippled Women 


Two crippled women have not been 
kccounted for. 
Their room was di- 
rectly under the stairway that fell. All 
the men were saved. The children and 
aged women, some of whom were past 
90, suffered the most.

^ J.J. p'Kelly Widely Known 
For His Adventurous 
Career. 


Si 
aySEMPLOfflENT 


London, Dec. 22.—James J. O'Kelly, 
nationalist member of the hbuse of 
commons, died in'London this morn- 
ing. 


^ r . O'Kelly, a member of the house 
of commons since 
1895, was widely 
known for his adventurous career. He 
was one of ParneU's earliest recruits 
in parliament and went through the 
ritual of suspension and removal from 
the house 
which marked 
the early 
'80s. 
While still a member of parlia- 
ment he accepted a commission to go 
up the Nile dui-ing the Sudan cam- 
paign and interview the Mahdi, but 
liord Kitchener barred 
that 
enter- 
prise. 


Mr. O'Kelly fought in the Franco- 
Prussian war, having a commission in 
the French army. 
His passion for ad- 
venture also found an outlet in the 
United States army during the Indian 
campaigns of a generation ago. 
At 
the time of the Cuban revolt against 
Spanish rule he served 
as a corre- 
spondent for New York and I^ondon 
newspapers and distinguished himself 
K 
articularly by his faring when con- 
rary to the orders 
of the Spanish 
captain general at Havana, he made 
his way to the rebel lines and sent a 
Series of 
dispatches concerning 
the

tracts were made to provide fuel for a 
number of manufacturing cdncerns un- 
til November 1. When that time came," 
it was said, many of the factories could 
not obtain coal and refused to shtt 
off thé gas. 
Thousands of other un- 
expected calls for gas have more than 
offset preparations of the gas company 
representatives said.

W e think it will be agreed that Secretary of State Lansing is or- 
dinarily given neither to ill-considered words nor the alarmist's v i e w 
of things. 
To a singular degree since he stepped into the cabinet place 
yacated b y IVIr. B r y a n the secretary has maintained

poise of both speech and manner, and he has nnquestionably 
com- 
m a n d e d a high degree of respect and confidence through an extended 
period of most exacting duties and most trying times.

it was absolutely necessary to mobilize 
the national guard to meet the Mex- 
ican emergency.

it plain that the notes to the belliger-

Secretary Lansing's statement follows:

this ihorning and I wish to correct 
that impression. 


"My Intention was to suggest the 
very direct and necessary

j which this country, as one of the neu- 
tral nations, has in the possible terms

; mind, and I did not Intend to intimate 
that the government was considering 
any change in its policy of neutrality 
which it has constantly pursued in the 
face of constantly increasing difficul- 
ties. 


"I regret that my words were open 
to any other construction as I now 
realize that they were. I think that 
the whole tone and language of the 
note to the belligerents show the pur- 
pose without further comment on my 
part. It is needless «o say that I am 
unreservedly in support of that pur- 
pose and hope to see it accomplished."

The only reference to the pre.sident's 
suggestion was made by Andrew Bonar 
Law, the government leader, in reply 
to a question by Sir William Follard 
Pyles, Mr. Law declaring the question 
was one which could not be dealt With 
except in communication with the al- 
lies. 


The speech from the throne was one 
of the briefest on recoi d. 
It expressed 
' confidence in the ultimate victory of 
the allies and determination to prose- 
cute the war "until we have vindicated 
the rights so ruthle.ssly violated by our 
enemies and established the security 
of Europe on a sure foundation." 


The text of the king's speech was as 
follows: 


"My lords and gentlemen: Through- 
out the months that have elapsed since 
I last addressed you, my navy and my 
army, in conjunction with thof^e of our 
gallant and faithful allies 
have 
by 
their unceasing vigilance and indomit- 
able valor justified the high trust I 
placed in them. 
I am confident that, 
however long the struggle, their efforts, 
supported hy the inflexible determina- 
tion of all .subject.^ throughout the em- 
pire, will finally achieve victorious con- 
summation of tho.se aims for which I 
entered into the war. 


"My government has been recon- 
structed with the sole object of fur- 
thering those aims unaltered and un- 
iinpaired. 
I thank you for the unstint- 
ed liberality with which you continue 
to provide for the burdens of the war. 


"The vigorous prosecution of the 
war must be our single endeavor un- 
til we have vindicated the rights so 
ruthlessly violated by our enemie.s and 
established the security of Europe on 
a .sure foundation. 
Tn this 
sacred 
cau.se 1 am a.ssured of the united sup- 
port of all my peoples and I pray that 
the Almighty God jnay give us his 
blessings." 


King George was not present in per- 
son at the prorogation, which was af- 
fected by the lord high chancellor in 
the house of lords and by the speaker 
in the house of common.s, reading the 
king's speech.

Chicago Case is First of Its 
Kind in the United 
States. 


Chicago, Dec. 22.—A girl—the first 
in the United States—will be charged 
with violating the Mann "white slave" 
law. 
She was arrested 
in a 
South 
Clark street saloon by federal agents 
following the discovery of a band of 
alleged "white slavers." 


She is Eleanor Geisler, 19 years old, 
of Cincinnati. 
With her when taken 
into custody were three other girls, 
but as there was no evidence of inter- 
state transportation the three were 
not held. 
The Geisler girl, however, 
told a story which caused 
Commis- 
sioner Lewis F. Mason and agents of 
Hinton Clabaugh's office to decide she 
should be charged with violating the 
Mann act. 


The Girl's Story. 


According to agents of the depart- 
ment of justice the girl told them she 
was brought to Chicago by Frank 
Lazarro, alias Frank Dean. 
He in- 
duced her to accompany him after he 
had taken out a marriage license in 
Cincinnati to deceive her parents. 


A week after their arrival here she 
was taken to a number of South Clark 
.street saloons and given instructions. 
First, 
though, 
Lazarro 
stood 
her 
against the wall and struck her in each 
eye with his first. 
Then he explainer 
a system of signals which she was t' 
observe. 


In the rear of each saloon were i- 
number of rooms connected with th( 
bar by electric buzzers. 
The buttoi 
operating the buzzers was concealcc 
beneath the bar. 
The bartenders ha< 
a system of signals by which they noti- 
fied the girls what they were to do. 
The S i ^ a l S.v.<it<^m. 
This Is what the signs meant: 
One ring—A prospective victim ha.-^ 
entered the bar. 
Come in, start a 
flirtation, and get him into a back 
room. 


Two rings—Get what money he has 
and get him out. 


Three rings—Hustle him out of the 
back way—a' copper is near the front. 


When first taken into custody the 
girl talked freely and tola of giving all 
the money she earned to Lazarro. 
I.ater on she attempted to change her 
.story 
for 
tlie 
purpose 
of 
aiding 
Lazarro, but instead it got her into 
more difficulty and caused the case 
against him to -oecome more serious. 


Also, It resulted in 
Commissioner 
Mason issuing instructions to 
have 
charges or pandering and conspiracy 
preferred against the 
saloonkeepers 
whose names the officials would not 
give out, and following the girl's at- 
tempt to protect Lazarro, the federal 
agents decided to charge her with vio- 
lating the Mann act. 


The girl and Lazarro are held under 
$10,000 bonds.

back way—a copper is near the front.

ment. The gist of the second statement is the declaration that the 
president's move was in no sense to be taken as a threat against any 
of the warring powers and that least of all it implied any change in 
the policy of absolute neutrality to which the United States had 
sought scrupulously to adhere from the outset. But, having seen what 
he had done, Mr. Lansing was manly in his explanation and his 
r.polojry. "I regret that my words were open to any other construc- 
tion, as I now realize that they were," is the language he uses in set- 
ling himself right. In ordinary affairs, probably small degree of ser- 
iousness would attach to an utterance by the secretary of state. With 
half the world aflame with war, the situation is quite different. But 
the promptness and the candor with which Mr. Lansing makes his 
meaning clear and assumes responsibility for possible erroneous in- 
terpretation of his original statement, must commend itself as alto- 
gether admirable. Admitting an error is perhaps the next finest thing 
to having avoided making the error.
